‘‘Minister ’* means a Member of the 
Council of Ministers,, and includes 
any member to whom such 
Minister may delegate any func¬ 
tion assigned to him under these 
rules; 

"Motion” means a proposal made by 
a member for the consideration 
of the Assembly relating to any 
matter which may be discussed by 
the Assembly, and includes an 
amendment;

"Secretary” means the Secretary to 
the Assembly, and includes any 
person for the time being per¬ 
forming the duties of the Secre¬ 
tary ; 

"Select Committee” means a com¬ 
mittee appointed by the 'Assembly 
to consider, or take evidence upon, 
any Bill and to report their 
opinion for the information and 
assistance of the Assembly and 
includes a Qommittee^ of the whole 
Assembly or ( a Joint Committee 
of the two Houses constitute^ for 
such purposes; 
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“Session” means the whole period, 
from the time when the Assembly 
meets to the time when it is 
prorogued.

15. Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in these rufes, a member may, 
with the permission of the Speaker, make 
a personal explanation at any time, but 
in doing so no debatable matter may be 
brought forward and no debate can arise. 


16. The Speaker, after having called 
the attention of the Assembly to the 
conduct of a member who persists in 
irrelevance or in tedious repetition either 
of his own arguments or of the argu¬ 
ments used by other members in debate, 
may direct him te discontinue his speech. 


17. ( 1) The Speaker stall preserve 

order and have all powfcrp necessary for 
the purpose of enforcing his decisions on 
all points of ordlr. 
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(2) He may direct any member whose 
, conduct in his opinion grossly dis¬ 
orderly to withdraw immediately from 
the Assembly, and%any member so order¬ 
ed to withdraw shall do so forthwith and 

•shall absent himself during the remainder 
of the day’s meeting. If any member is 
ordered to withdraw a second time in the 
same session, the^Speaker may direct the 
member to absent himself from the meet¬ 
ings of the Assembjy for any period not 
longer than the remainder of the st%sion, 
and the member so directed shall absent 
himself accordingly. The tnember so 
directed to be absent shall not be deemed 
to be absent for the purposes of clause 
(4) of Article 190 of the Constitution. 

(3) The Speaker may iif the case of 
grave disorder arising in the Assembly 
suspend any sitting for a time to be 
named by him. 

18 f All the powers conferred on the 
Speaker by these rules to be exercisable 
at a meeting of the Assembly, shall be 
exercised, in the absence of the Speaker, 
by the person presiding over the 
Assembly, and all references to the 
Sp eaker in these rules shall, in so far as 
they relate tyi his functions when presid¬ 
ing over meetings of the Assembly, be 
t construed as* references to the person 
presiding over ‘the ^.ssembly in his 
absenctj.

Arrangement of business. 

19, Except at the meeting’ on Friday 
of each week, Government business, 
unless the Governor* othrewise directs, 
shall have precedence at every meeting,, 
of the Assembly, provided that, with the 
permission of the Speaker, Government 
business may have precedence on any 
Friday. The Governor may allot 
different Friday» r for the disposal of 
different classes «f* private members’ 
business. On days allotted for any 
particular flass of business, business of 
that class shall have precedence. 

20 , (1) On the termination of a 
session all pending notices shall lapse, 
and fresh notice must be given for the 
next session except in the,case of a ques¬ 
tion which has not been answered or 
Bills which for* want of time could not 
be introduced. 

(2) On the termination of a session 
Bills which have been introduced shall 
be carried over to the pending list of 
business of the next session: 

Provided that if the member in 
charge of a Bill makes no motion & 
regard to the satne during {wo complete 
sessions, the Bill shall lapse, unless the 
Assembly on a motion that member,, 
make a special ojder fo/ the continuance 
of the Bill. 
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(J) The Speaker may, in respect of 
any Bill, suspend tflie operation of this 
rule.

shorter notice th3n twelve days: 

Provided also thfct* no member Jhall, 
unless he has obtained the special permis¬ 
sion of the Speaker, be permitted to send 
in notice of more than twelve questions 
during one session of the Assembly, 
exclusive of any question that may have 
been carried over for regly from a 
previous session, but if a session extends 
over sixty days 4 the above limit of twelve 
questions shall be increased to fifteen. 


26. The Speaker may disallow any 
question or any part thereof on the 
ground that it relates to a matter which 
is not primarily the concern of the 
Government of the State and if he does 
so, the question, or part of the question, 
shall not be placed on the list of business. 


27. In order* that a question may be 
t admissible, it'myst satisfy the following 
conditions, gamely: — 

(i) it must be asked with the object 
of eliciting information;

(vi) it must not be asked as to the 
character or conduct of any person 
except in his official or public 
capacity, and a question making 
or implying a charge of a personal 
character may be disallowed; 

(vii) it must not be of excessive length; 

(viii) it must not refer to any matter 
which is under adjudication by a 
court of law; and 

(ix) it must not be a request for
